G.S.R. 24(E).—In exercise of the oowcts confer¬ 
red by section 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 
(13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby m.akes 
the following rules further to amend the Indian Tele¬ 
graph Rules, 1951, naniely :— 

1. (1) Thdse rules may be called the Indian Tele¬ 
graph (1st Amendment) Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force with effect from 1st 
April, 1994. 

2. In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules) for rule 436, the 
following shall be substituted, nam,ely;— 

“436. Payment of bills and charges.—A subscri¬ 
ber shall pay the charges for installation or 
shift or the rent or calls (local and' trunk) 
or Phonograms for a telephone connection 
or similar service for such periods and at 
such date as may be prescribed by the Tele¬ 
graph Authority : 

Provided that if, on or before the date, as may be 
prescribeJd by the Telegraph Authority, the rent or 
charges in respect of calls (local and trunk) or phemo- 
graims or other charges in respect of telephone con¬ 
nection or similar service are; not paid in accordance 
with these rules, without prejudice to any other action 
the Telegraph Authority may take for disconnection 
of telephone or similar service, a surcharge at the fol¬ 
lowing rates shall be levied.

(1) the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:-— 

"ProvideJd that if on or before the date, as may 
be prescribed by the Telcgrar»h Authority, 
the rent or charges in respect of the circuits 
or similar service ard not paid in accordance 
with these rules, without prejudice to any 
other action the Telegraph Authority may 
take for disconnection of circuits without 
notice, a surcharge at tre rates specified 
under rule 436 shall be levied.” 

4. In rule 519 of the said rules, after the Table-C, 
the following proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided that if, on or before the date, as may 
be prescribed by the Telegraph Authority, 


the rent, call charges or other charges in res¬ 
pect of Telex Service or similar service arc 
not paid in accordance with these rules, 
without prejudice to any other action the 
Telegraph Authority may take for disconnec¬ 
tion of telex without notice, a surcharge; at 
the rates prescribed under rule 436 shall be 
levied.
